REPORT. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNMENT STATIST, 
Melbourne, 31st October, 1887. 


Sir, 
I have the honour to forward herewith the completed Australasian Statistics 


for the year 1886. 


2. The Chief features in these Statistics were embodied in two preliminary 
tables, which were published in the Government Gazette of the 7th October for 
general information. 


3. In addition to tables similar in form to those of last year, two new tables 
are given, viz., table XVIII., showing the produce of Wool, and table XIX., showing 
the produce of Gold, in each colony. Moreover, with the view of making the 
information more complete, new columns have been added, and the matter re-arranged 
in the case of tables VI., Expenditure from Loans ; VIi., Public Debt; VIIL., 
Imports and Exports; X., Railways; XIL., Electric Telegraphs ; and XIV., State 
Education. The matter has also been re-arranged in table IV., Public Revenue, 
and in table V., Public Expenditure. 


4. The statistics of Fiji, now embracing returns extending over nine years, are, 
as usual, published separately after the other tables. 


5. The present being the fourteenth issue of the Australasian Statistics, the 
folding sheet at the commencement now contains a summary of items for each year, 
from 1873 to 1886. 


6. Since the last publication of the Australasian Statistics, the estimate of the 
population of Victoria has been reduced by 30,000, in order to make allowance for the 
persons who, since the census of 1881 was taken, are believed to have left the colony 
without their departure being noted. The Government of New South Wales had 
previously, for a like reason, reduced the population estimate of that colony by 28,935. 
The present population estimates for those two colonies may, therefore, be taken as 
approximately correct, as also may those for Queensland and New Zealand, in which 
colonies a census was taken during 1886. There is little doubt, however, that the 
estimated populations of the remaining colonies, viz., South Australia, Western 
Australia, and Tasmania, are in excess of the truth. 


The information given-in the tables of Australasian Statistics will, as in former 
years, be made extensive use of in the next and subsequent issues of the Victorian 
Year- Book.
